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PREFACE 


ACCURATE attentive obfervation, 
A and collecting ufeful faéts, are 
the principal means of improving the 
practice of medicine. By this method 
Hippocrates, juftly ftiled the father of | 
phyfic, formed it into a fcience; and 
had his fucceffors. continued to cultivate “ 
their att in the fame manner, it ,.had. 
long before this arrived to a greater 
degree of perfection. | 


But unfortunately the majority of 
 Phyficians who fucceeded him, defert- 
ing the ftudy of nature, and indulging 
their imaginations in delufive and ex- 
travagant hypothefes, too frequently 
rendered the noble art of medicine 
fluctuating, myfterious, and fallacious. 
In proof of this aflertion, we need only 
appeal to the var ious and contradictory 
theories which have prevailed in diffe- 
rent ages, and which, upon the propofal 
of more ingenious conjectures, have 
funk into difrepute and oblivion. 

b Tn 
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In the prefent century, indeed, ideal 
hypothefes are univerfally rejected; and 
the authority of fyftem begins to de- 
cline. In our fchools of medicine, 
every branch of the healing art is 
taught in the moft liberal and judici- 
ous manner; and no theory is admit- 
ted, as a foundation for practice, unlefs 
fupported by obvious facts. Some of 
our moft eminent Phyficians too, follow- 
ing the rules and example of Hippocrates 
and Sydenham, have recorded the refult 
of their perfonal experience; and {fo- 
cieties have been formed, for the 
laudable purpofes of communicating 
practical inftruction.. In fhort there 
feems to be a rapid progrefs towards 1m- 
provement in every department of me- 
dicine ; and if we confine our refearches 
to the bufinefs of obfervation, experi- 
ment, and. clofe inductive reafoning, 
we may entertain the pleafing hopes 
that more effectual methods of treating 
-  difeates will be afcertained, 


With 
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With a view of contributing my mite 
towards promoting fo defirable an end, 
I have fubmitted the following work 
to the candid confideration of the pub- 
lic. Its only merit confifts in being 
colleGted from actual obfervation on the 
fymptoms of difeafes, the cafes of pa- 
tients kept from day to day, and the 
effets of the medicines which were 
prefcribed. ae 


The firft part of the work contains 
obfervations on primary fevers, efpeci- 
ally thofe of the continued type; and 
on a variety of fever, prevalent. .at 
Newcafile in 1777 and 1778, attended 
with cough, and miliary eruptions. 
Some of my readers, | am confident, 
will wonder that I fhould adopt a fimi- 
larity of treatment in difeafes, which 
have hitherto been efteemed to. be of 
a nature fo extremely different. On 
‘this fubject, however, I muft beg leave 
to remark, that the opportunities which 
I have had of making obfetvations, in

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different climates, have convineed me that | 
Fevers are effentially the fame in every 
country, and differ: from each’ other 
only in the violence of their fymptoms. 
The method of cure which I had found 
moft beneficial, in every degree of la- 
titude to the Eaft Indies*, has alfo been 
attended with the moft happy fuccefs 
in this ifland; and it is probable that it 
will fucceed in every age, be da petit 
_ country. 


In the fecond part of the work, an 
account is given of a fingular fpecies 
of Scarlet Fever, which prevailed in 
Newcaftle, in 1778 and 1779. At 
the time this difeafe appeared, I had 
perufed no Englifh Author, who had 
written exprefsly on the fubject, except 
Dr Morton; and indeed the epidemic 
differed very much from his defcription. 
This induced me to attend, with the 
utmoft care to the inveftigation of its 

| nature.

hot countries, particularly on thofe which BtoTes in the 
Eaft Indies, 
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nature... In practice I foon found the 
neceflity of dividing this difeafe into dif- 
ferent flates, according as the fever was 
- attended with fymptoms of ftrong action 
in the veflels, with fymptoms of debility 
‘or putrefaction. Thus, even amonegtt 
eruptive fevers, we have an illuftration 
of the propriety of the diftin@ions which 
we have endeavoured to eftablith in pri- 
mary fevers... 


In the courfe of this work I -have 
thrown out my fentiments. with great 

freedom. But'as no {peculative fyftem 
has been adopted, as my own obferva- 
tions have been delivered without 
finding faule with thofe of other Phy- 
ficians, who differ from me in opinion, 
and efpecially as nothing has been ad- 
vanced. unlefs fupported by facts, I 
- hope I fhall, at leaft, meet with a can- 
did perufal. 3 


In the Appendix I have offered fome 
remarks, and f{pecimens of Tables for 
_ the improvement of MepicaL RETURNS.

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The reader ‘will eafily obferve how 
much I have ‘been indebted to the 
ingenious Doétors Percival and Hay- 
garth. But whether, in the various 
eftablithments for the relief of the fick, 
returns upon this plan can be adop- 
ted, : do not pretend to decide. 


ng cannot prevail upon epee to 
briaeiite this preface, without’ requeft- 
ing, the indul gence of my readers for 
the miftakes and inaccuracies which 
may have efeaped me, in the publica- 
tion of this work; which has indeed 
been tranfcribed in the hurry of bufi- | 
nefs, and often interrupted by the avo- 
cations of my profeffion. If, however,

INTRODUCTION. 


VINCE the eftablifhment of the Difpenfary at 

) Newcaftle, which afforded an opportunity of 
making the moft valuable part of the obfervations 
contained in this work, ‘ fimilar > inftitutions 
have been adopted in other large towns in the 
kingdom : and with a view of promoting their 
exténfion, 1 fhall, without farther apology, give’ 
an account of the mfe and progrefs of that 
sine ok 


4 ire account f the + rife and progrefs of the New- 
cafile Difpenfary. | 


In the populous and commercial town of Niw- 
CASTLE, many thoufands of induftrious labourers _. 
and mechanics are continually employed. “Whitt 
enjoying health, they have it in their power to | 
obtain, at leait, a temporary fubfiftence for their 
families; but when vifited with ficknefs, they . 
become. ‘expafed to all the direful “attendants of 
difeafe and indigence, 


>» Fevers, with other Fatima and fatal diftem- 
pers, to which this ufeful claf&s of people are 
moft peculiarly fubject, cannot, with propriety, 
be admitted into an Infirmary, on account of 
their infectious nature; and many other diftem- 
pers are too rapid and violent in their attacks, 
to admit of the delay of the weekly mode. of 
admiffion.. Children cannot, without inconve- 
nience, be feparated from their parents ; and the 
prefence of many of the latter is fo effentially 
necef- 
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neceflary at their own abodes, that they cannot 
avail ital of thefe charitable inftitutions. 


ey cathe it muft be ler cel: that fe 
chief defign of County Infirmaries, is to admi- 
nifter relief to thofe who fuffer by accidents, and 
require the afliftance of furgery; or to thofe who 
labour under fuch diftempers as will admit of 
the removal of the patients from a confiderable 
diftance, without injury.. Were not this the 
cafe, thefe excellent eftablifhments would never 
anfwer the intentions of their benevolent fup- 
porters. 


Influenced by fuch confiderations, and reflect- 
ing on the advantages refulting from the inftitu- 
tion of Difpentaries i in the metropolis, a few pri- 
vate gentlemen, in the month of April 1777, 

propofed a plan for eftablifhing a Dispensary in 
 Newca/tle, as an auxiliary to the Infirmary.* But 
as mankind are feldom unanimous concerning the 
merits of a new charity, it had various obftacles 
to encounter; and notwithftahding the a¢tivity 
and attention of the fubfcribers, it could not be 
opened for the admiflion of patients till October 
following. 


At its firft eltablifhment, the annual fubfcrip- 
tions only amounted to 1431. but fince that pe- 
riod

mited to cafes in furgery, and fuch medical cafes only as can- 
not fpread their influence by infection. 
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riod its funds have gradually been increafing. It 
is however to be lamented, that its income, even 
atthe end of the fecond year, has been found 
inadequate to anfwer the numerous and urgent 
applications of the indigent. But in a town, 
which has ever diftinguithed itfelf for acts of 
humanity and charity, when the great inaport- 
ance of the inftitution is fufficiently attended to, 
it may be reafonably prefumed that it will gain 
a greater thare of the public liberality. 


The pedo: of the NewcasTLe DispENSsARY 
have already afforded the moft inconteftable evi- 
‘dence in its favour. By the ftate of the charity 
" publithed at the end of the fecond year, it appears 
that one thoufand three hundred.and fixty-four pa- 
tients had been admitted, of whom one thoufand 
and eighty-five were Curep. It alfo appears that 
425 laboured under fevers and infeCtious difeafes, 
which could not tbe admitted into the Infr- 
mary; that 446 were afflicted with difeafes which | 
would not admit of the delay of the weekly 
mode of admiffion; and that the remainder, 
"193, «were improper for an Infirmary, either be- 
caufe the ick were too infirm to go for advice 
_as out+patients, or from the .circumftances of 
their families making their prefence at home 1 in- ° 
difpenfably ae rai | : 


But although the Diheutiey has been pro- 
dn&ive of fach fingular advantages ito ‘the poor 
‘confined to their own houfes by ficknefs in ge- . 
‘neral, yet it is to be regretted, that the natural

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Small Pox continues to commit dreadful havock 
amongit them, and that every endeavour to ex- 
tend the bleflings of inoculation has proved un- 
fuccefsful. ‘With a view to excite the attention 
and compaflion of the humane to raife a fund — 
for encouraging inoculation in Newca/tle, the 
Governors publifhed the following eitimate in 
October oe 


An eftimate of the mortality occafioned by the Small 
Pox in NEwcastT Le, and of dey Eager of 
promoting Inoculation. 


To judge in what degree the Small Pox proves 
fatal to the inhabitants of this town, where the 
regifters of deaths do not mention the difeafes 
of which perfons die, recourfe muft be had to 
‘the accurate bills of mortality eftablifhed in other 
places. In the town of Mancheffer, which is 
not fo populous as Newca/fle, during the period 
of fix years, viz. from 1768 to 1774, although | 
the Small Pox was only twice epidemic, the 
deaths by it alone amounted to ¢we out of thir- 
teen occafioned by all difeafes whatever.* In the 
city of Chefter, during fix years previous to 1778, 
it was proved by the certificates of the Clergy, 
that 378 perfons had died of the Small Pox, and 
_ that the whole number of burials during the 
fame period was 2522. The proportional mor- 
tality of the Small Pox, to that occafioned by

The annual medium of burials by the church 
regifters of Newcaffle and Gatefbead, for fix 
years, previous to 1779, is 673. But great num- 
bers of the poor are buried at the Balla/t Hills: 
the computation of annual burials there is 300. 
This laft fum added to the former, will make 
the annual medium of burials amount to 973. 
And if we fuppofe that a feventh part only die 
by the Small Pox, the yearly average of morta- 
lity by this difeafe will amount to 139, 


By different obfervations it appears, that the 
number of perfons who die by the natural Small 
Pox, bears a greater proportion to the number 
that recover, than that of ove to fx. But if we 
admit this proportion, it will follow, that 834 
perfons in this town annually, upon an average, 
take the natural difeafe, this fum being fix times 
the number of thofe that die. If 834 appear too 
large a number, then it will follow, that the 
proportional mortality is greater than that of one 


to fix. 


On the other hand, by the improved: method 
of inoculation, not above one in five hundred dies.

- + The fum of annual deaths, according to this calculation, 
cannot be over-rated: For if we allow that one in thirty of the 
inhabitants die annually, the whole number of inhabitants in 
Newcaftle and Gatefhead will only amount to twenty-ning 
Mouiang one hundredand ninety. 
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But if even we' allow that amonef the poor, 
from their not paying ftrict attention to diréé~ 
tions, and from other caufes, one in fifty dies, 
yet could the praétice be rendered general, it 
appears that, inflead of 139 perfons dying out 
of 834, only 16 or 17 would die, and ¢onfe- 
quently 122 lives would be annually faved in . 
this town. —A very important number, when it 
is confidéred that the victims of the natural dif-

Hofpitals; were they eftablithed, could: never 
render inoculation. general... By their regulatrons 
_ children, under feven years of age are excluded. 
In: large towns however. few. efcape the Small - 
Pox till. this time of life. . By the bills.of morta- 
hty at Manchefters it appears, that. nearly three- 
pfths. of. thofe who are carried off by the. Small 
‘Pox: die under two years of age; and that of 
589 perfons who died, only 39 were above five 
years, of age. Of 136 who died of the Small 
Pos im, Gheffer in the year 1777, feven only ar- 
rived at feven years of age, of whom only three 
were natives. The fame accounts are confirmed 
by the records of the Newcastie Dispensary. 
Of 45. patients in the SmallPox, eight were 
above feven years of age, one of whom only was 
anative. But if nurfes were provided to attend 
younger children, Hofpitals would never anfwer 
the purpofe: ‘The expence would be too great; 
and. few of the poor would fuffer their tender 
offspring to be taken from them and placed m 
an Hofpital. | + ee 
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The general inoculation of the poor, for thefe 
reafons, can only be performed at their own 
houfes. And no folid objection can be made to 
the practice in this town, where the natural dif- 
éafe always: exifts; and where thofe of better 
rank are in the’ conftant practice of inoculating 
Hic children, at various times in every year. - 


te is univerfally eR that the quantity 
‘of infe@tion is ih, proportion to the number of 
puftules., A hundred inoculatéd patients, upoti 
an average, will fcarcely have fifty puftules each; 
whereas the body of a miferable confluent pa- 
tient is covered with thoufands. It is therefore 
evident, as inoculation becomes general, the na- 
tural’ contagion will be extinguifhed, and in 
time this difeafe will ceafe to be dreadful. | 


It is, apni an Deets circumfance, 
that, the poor of this town have hitherto difre- 
garded every benevolent offer to promote ino- 
culation amongft them.  Ill-founded prejudices 
prevent numbers; and the labour of many of 
the pooréft clafs of women is fo neceflary to fup- 
port their families, that they cannot, without 
éxpofing’ themfelves to want, afford time to 
nutfe their children during the period of inocu- 
lation. From thefe confiderations, the Governors 
of the Difpenfary, laft year, refolved to give five 
fhillings to the moft indigent parents, as a tfe- 
ward for nurfing their children; but the funds 
of the abesityn not admitting of this, little pro- 
grefs

ment.” | , 


Rewarps given to the poor have, in other 
places, removed their prejudices to this falutary 
practice. By this means alone the prefent Em- 
press of Rufia rendered inoculation general 
amongft her fubjects. And we are informed by 
Dr. Haygarth, a Phyfician of great eminence 
and humanity in Cheffer, that the Society for pro- 
moting general Inoculation, and for preventing the 
natural Small Pox, inftituted there laft year, has 
already found rewards productive of the defired 
ehcte, 5” 


‘Having: given a fhort account of the charity 
which afforded an opportunity of making the 
following obfervations, it may not be improper 
to eeiehanle this introduction with a defcription 
of Newca/tle, and the manner of the living of

” Newcajtle, lying i in 5 5° north latitude, and in 
the longitude of 1° 17' welt from London, is fi- 
tuated on the northern banks of the river Tyne, 

about 


* By the advice of the Phyfician’ss nineteen patients have 
been inoculated by. the Surgeon of the Difpenfary; and al; 
though the children in general lay in rooms with their brothers 
and filters who had the confluent Small Pox, (which proved 
very fatal) yet every one of thofe inoculated paffed through 
the difeafe in the mildeft manner, 
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about nine miles from the fea... The tide flows 
about fix miles above the town. It is furrounded 
by a wall, whofe circuit is above two miles; but 
there are feveral buildings and ftreets continued 
without the walls. It is joined, by a bridge, to 
Gate/bead, which ftands on the fteep banks of 
the oppolite fide of the river; and therefore they 
may be properly confidered as conftituting one 

large town. : 


The number of inhabitants in Newca/ffle and 
Gatefbead, are reckoned to amount, at leaft, to 
thirty thoufand, which is nearly in the propor- 
tion of ten perfons to each houfe. In our calcu- 
lations from the bills ‘of mortality, the fum is 
indeed lefs;* but in a town fo populous, and 
where fo many families live under one roof, it 
is probable that the above eftimate is not over- 
rated, — 


The lower and moft populous part of New- 
caftle, and the extenfive fuburb of Sandgate, are 
placed by the water fide. The ftreets are nar- 
row, and the houfes clofe built. The lanes and 
alleys, commonly called chares, are extremely 
narrow and dirty; and thofe by the Quay 
and in Sandgate, being over-topped by rifing 
banks and houfes to the north, have no free 
circulation of air. The antient town Pandon or 
Pampedon, united to Newca/fle in 1299, lies, 
within the walls, in a deep hollow. The houfes 
here, as well as in Sandgate, and many chares

' Im afcending ftom the! fiver; the ‘banks are 
exceedingly feep, and the ftreets narrow. «The 
whole of the high town flands on a fine: airy 
fituation.

The whole. of the town flands on-a deep clay 
foil. The: fields in its environs are open; the 
country around populous, well cultivated, and 
fertile. “The markets are therefore ftored) wath 
fleth, fith; fruit, herbs, robes, and all other kinds 

of provifions.. The town is fupplied with water 
_ from the river, and from public fountains, called 
Pants « feveral houfes alfo have water conducted 
into them by pipes. It muft be obferved, however, 
that few of the fprings brought into the town 
anfwer every culinary purpofe.. Some are too 
hard, and others too much impregnated with an 

alkaline falt. | 


- Befides the mechanics and labourers which 
every populous town requires, a great number 
of men are employed in the coal-lighters, com- 
monly called feels;* in the feveral gilafs-houfes, 


* Each keel holds 20 tons, and is worked by three.men and 
aboy. Above 460 of thefe boats are conftantly employed in 
carrying the coals to the fhipping at ‘Shie/ds, the port at the 
mouth of the river. The collieries lying at various diftances 
from Newcaftle, on each fide of the river, few of the pitmen 
live in the town, ) 
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fugar-houfes, foundaries, iron, fteel, white lead, 
and other manufactories,. | 


7 he higher clafs Ss sasha live much in the fame 
manner as in other opulent towns. But the la- 
Dorious part. of the inhabitants, while ‘in health, 
perhaps live better, and eat more animal food 
than thofe of the fame ftation in any other part 
of the kingdom. © Their common bread is made 
of coarfe wheat-flour fermented, ‘and. fometimes 
of a mixture of wheat and oeuee Their drink 
is well-hopped beer. 


The upper part of the town enjoys a pure and 
falubrious air; and even the loweft and moft con- 
fined places are, in fome degree, ventilated by the 
conftant motion of the tides, and the fucceflive 
breezes colleéted from the floping banks of a 
large river. When difeafes appear amongft the 
poor, from negle¢t.of cleanlinefs and other ‘caufes, 
they frequently become malignant and contagious. 
But feveral circumftances concur to render them 
more healthful than could be imagined, upon 
taking a fuperficial view of their miferable and 
crowded habitations. Having plenty of coals, 
and keeping good fires, a ftagnation of the air 
ig prevented in the moft confined rooms, and 
its putridity corrected by the acid arifing from 
the fuel. Befides, the women being employed 
‘in carrying burdens, and their children running 
about, a great part of their time is {pent out of 
doors. Hence they are in general robuft and 
ftrong. 3

But to this opinion objections may alfo be 
made: For in fome ftates of fever, efpe- 
cially in thofe which have been ufually 
denominated Nervous, the pulfe, fome- 
times, does not in quicknefs exceed the 
ftandard of health. As all fevers, unlefs

have occurred in different climates, I freely 


-confefs that I have never been able to fol- 


low authors through their numerous di- 
vifions and fubdivifions.. And I am fully 


convinced,’ that: although’ many varieties. 
happen according to’ conftitution, feafon, 
fituation and climate:\ yet every where’ 


fever is effentially ‘the fame, or, in other 
words, confifts only of one Genus; and that 
the only fpecies which can be well afcer- 
tained, are the following, viz. Intermittent, 
Remittent, and Continued Fevers. This 
opinion, it is prefumed, will be proved in 
the moft fatisfactory manner by examining

The Juflammatory Fever, for ee ee is 
defined to confift in intenfe hear, frequent, 
ftrong, hard, and’ full pulfe, with high- 
coloured urine.

tem. Gillchrift, defcribing the Nervous 
Fever, obferves, “ that in fome the feizure, 
and fymptoms, on the firft days were vio- 
“lent: fuch as vomiting, ‘naufea, head-ach, 
fall, ftrong, and hard pulfe, heat, and 
* rednefs of the eyes*.” Except by the tre- 
mors of the hands, even the Jail or, Hof 
pital Fever is not to be diftinguifhed from 
any common fever, and the pulfe in the 
beginning varies, in ftrength, and in ful- 
nefs.

cians of the firft eminence, I have never 
met with an inflammatory fever, indepen- 
dent of, local affection. ‘The very name, 
as it leads to bleeding and. evacuations, 
ought to be admitted with caution, 
The fizy appearance of the blood which 
has, fo univerfally, led to the opinion of 
fevers being inflammatory, deferves .par- 
ticular notice. In local inflammations it is 
well known that the blood, when drawn, is, 
very frequently, covered with a cruft of 
coagulating lymph, Whilft the theory, 
which referred the caufe of inflammation 
.to lentor and obftruction, prevailed, it was 
not furprizing that this circumftance was 
brought to confirm the doctrine. But 
Dr’ Fordyce afferts, that notwithftanding 
the apparent vifcidity of the blood after 1t 
is drawn and fuffered to cool, yet whilft 
it flows in the veffels, it is more fluid than 
in the ordinary ftate previous to inflamma- 
tion.

But whatever be the caufe of this appear- 
ance of the blood, or whether it proceeds 
from tenuity or vifcidity, it has been 
frequently’ obferved in difeafes quite the 
reverfe of inflammation. , Doctor Heberden 
has often feen the blood covered with a 
buffy coat, in eryfipelatous gangrenes, in 
the Putrid Sore-Throat, and when drawn 
from exhaufted and dying perfonst. The 
fame appeatances have been obferved, when 
the blood has been taken from perfons in 
the Jail Diftemper}. De Haen has many 
times feen the-blood of thofe covered with 
a very thick cruft, who have laboured un- 
der malignant difeafes ; ; may even in the 
moft Putrid Fevers.

HE fpring of this year was late and 
cold, and the fummer remarkably 
cool, with frequent fhowers. In the laft 
part of July the weather was very wet, 
and the air moift, even, when it did not 


rain. In Auguft and’ September, the 


weather was very fultry, but in October, 
after the firft, or fecond week, it was for 
the moft part foggy, rainy or hazy. 


In July, Auguft, and September, feveral 
families amongft the middle and lower 
-clafs of people, both in the town and 
neighbourhood, were feized with’ fevers, 
which were foon attended with fymptoms 

of debility, and frequently with thofe | 
which denote a tendency in the fluids to 
putrefaction, of which fome cafes have been 
related in the laft fection *. :

By this 
method the proper opportunities of exhibit- 
ing the bark may be afcertained: for I am 
of opinion, if it be given indifcriminately 
at every period of continued fevers, without 
regard to fymptoms, fuch a procedure will 
not .only terminate in the difgrace of the — 
medicine, but, it is to be feared, in-the 
deftru&tion of the patient. 


But let the directions, which have been 
given in this treatife, be timely and properly 
applied, I am confident that Fevers will 
feldomer terminate unfortunately than any 
other difeafe of confequence, td which the 
human frame is liable.

INTRODUCTION, 


HE fummer of this year was. uncom- 

monly dry and fultry, and the au- 
tumn rainy, but in other refpects temperate.

On the 31ft of December, at night, there 
was a very remarkable ftorm of wind and 
rain from north weft, which threw down 
many chimnies and unroofed feveral houfes.

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But, in moft patients, our epidemic dif- 


«fered from the angina maligna, or Putrid 
Sore Throat in the following particulars. In

of debility, or faintnefs; the efflorefence 
was commonly more plentiful, and the

In the angina maligna, as defcribed by 
authors, the patients moft commonly die 
on the 3d or 4th day, and when the dif- 
eafe is fevere few have ftrength enough to 
live over the 7th ; whereas in the Scarlet 
Fever, even attended with gangrenous ulcers 
in the throat, they generally furvived to a | 
much latter period.

‘The Scarlet Fever sinbiatie it begins, 
like the meafles, with ficknefs and vomit- 
ae ee oh ing, 
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ing, yet it may eafily be diftinguifhed from 
the latter difeafe by attention to the follow- 
ing circumftances. The meafles, from the 
beginning of the eruptive fever, are attended 
with hoarfenefs, frequent, dry, cough, fome 
inflammation and heat of the eyes, a de-’ 
- fluxion of tears, fneezing and running from 
the noftrils; whereas catarrhal fymptoms 
. never happen till Jate in the Scarlet Fever. 
The eruption is likewife different; in the 
Scarlet Fever, it is redder, lefs uniform, and 
more equally diffufed over the cuticle, than 
in the meafles. Befides the former is al- 
moft always. attended with a Sore-Throat, 
a fymptom which but piped occurs in the 
latter. 


“The Scarlet Fever, like the fmall pox 
and meafles, can only arife from fpecific 
contagion ; ‘but how it was introduced 
into the town of Newcaftle, is a cir. 
-cumftance which cannot be determined. 
This much, however, was certain, that few 
or none took the diftemper, who were not. 
expofed to the effiuvia of the fick, and that

and even old perfons did not always efeape. 
It is therefore reafonable to confider fpe- 
cific contagion, introduced into the fyftem,

But to enquire 
into its immediate caufe, and to attempt to 
explain in what manner the infections ef= . 
fluvia produce the various fymptoms, would 
only lead to a labyrinth of conjecture and 


uncertainty. 


It is evident, however: ile the account 
given, of the difeate, that the contagion was 
in a peculiar manner determined to the 
throat, and very foon, in general, occa- 
fioned a putrefcent ftate of the fluids, as 
well as of the /auces, and neighbouring 
parts. For although fuch fymptoms have 


- not been found to accompany every fpecies | 


of Scarlet Fever, and although many in- 
ftances. happened in our epidemic, of the 
difeafe being mild, yet this diverfity may. 
be owing to the difference of the virulence

of other remote ‘caufes.- Such circumftances 
éccafion varieties in the {mall ‘pox, meafles, 
and other contagious difeafes; and even the 
‘plague has been found to be attended with 
various degrees of malignity, in- different 
feafons, fituations, and conftitutions.

had the moft obvious influence in render- 
ing the epidemic malignant, may be re- 
duced to the following, viz. The heat and 
moifture of the air, and the ¢ffuvia arifing 
from many perfons crowded in one houfe,

Tt was Sbieeved” in the beginning of this 
eflay, that the fummer was remarkably hot 
and dry, the autumn rainy and moift, and 
the winter uncommonly temperate. Obfer- 
vations in all ages and countries have prov- 
ed, that fuch a ftate of the atmofphere is a 
powerful promoter of putrefaétion, and pro- 
ductive of malignant difeafes, And in fmall 
houfes, where there is great want of free 
air, where the families of the poor are much 


crowded, and where little regard is paid to 
Pirsenets, the ad arifing from ‘the per=_ 
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the exanthemata febrilia defcribed ‘by any of 
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fpiration < and breath of a number of perfons, 


have frequently become fo virulent, as to 
- generate the moft infeCtious fevers. Many 


inftances of this kind have. happened in jails, 
hofpitals, and other confined places. 


-The concurrence, therefore, of fuch pow- 


-erful caufes, with the contagion of the Scar- 


let Fever, will account for the mali gnity, and | 
frequency of the epidemic amongft the poor.

matter from the nofe, ears, and fauces. In 
one patient he mentions’a painful tumor be- 
ing formed in the left arm pit, which ulce- 
rated, and difcharged matter for feveral days. 
He then proceeds to take particular notice of 
‘the affection of the throat; fuch as {welling 
of the tonfils, uvula, fauces, and ulcerations 
of the glands of the nofe, fauces, &c. The 
malignity which accompanied. this. Scarlet: 
Fever is fo ftrongly depicted, after the cafe 
of a lady aged about feventy, that I {hall not 
attempt a tranflation, but give the whole

In the beginning, when the dif 
eafe is malignant, he cautions againft every 
evacuation, which reduces the ftreneth ; and 
particularly againft bleeding, unlefs fome 
uncommon fymptom require its ufe. In 
three cafes, indeed, on the 4th or sth day 
of the efflorefcence, where the vibration of 
the arteries was ftrong ; and where the lives 


of the patients were in’ immediate danger, 
from difficult deglutition, occafioned by 


{welling and inflammation of the parotid 
glands, he advifes bleeding, but “with a 
{paring hand*. The chief medicines in 
which he places any dependance, | are blif- 
ters, alexipharmacs, fuch as‘contrayerva and

dofes, when the’ fever remitted. Neither 
does this author féem to have neglected in- 
ternal applications to the Throat; for in the 
fecond hiftory, he prefcribed a- gargle of 
Aq. Plantag. & Mel. Rofac. to be injected 
with a fyringe into the fauces of a child, 
who Aboured under a Scarlet Fever,

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The learned ‘De Haen,. late. celebrated 
Profeffor of. Medicine inthe univerfity of 


Vienna, in his Treatife intitled Thefis fif- 
--tentes febrium. divifiones, obferves, that, be- 


fides. the mild Scarlet Fever of Sydenham, 
there is another {pecies of a malignant na- 
ture, which has. appeared in various. parts 


of Europe. ‘After mentioning that Morton 
faw this kind. in England; Chrift.. Joan. 


Langius in Saxony; and Nerucci in Jtaly; 
he gives an account of one which .came 
under his perfonal. obfervation at the, Hague, 


-in.1748 and 1749, and which carried: off a 


great number of children, many young — 
perfons, and adults}. The difeafe began 
with fore throat, and was attended with 
ulcerations of the fauces and cheeks, caries 
of the jaw bones;’and fometimes. with in- 
flammation and induration of the parotids.

As this author, next to Morton, afforded 


me the moft ufeful hints of treating the 


Scarlet Fever and Sore-Throat, I fhall pre- 
- fent the reader with the moft particular cir- 
cumftances mentioned.in thefe cafes, as the 
whole detail is too prolix for quotation. 


I. A Boy, five years old, after complain- 
‘ing for eight days of pain, rednefs and 
fwelling of the left ear, pain in his feet and. 
belly, on the 14th of February 1771, was 
feized with fever, and in the fame evening 
the fcarlet rafh made its appearance. On 
the 3d day after the eruption, deglutition 
was impeded, and his eyes and face were 
red. On the sth day his hands were pain- 
ful and {welled; and the joints of his fingers 
tumefied and red. The efflorefcence was of 
a more intenfe colour on the fuperior parts 
of his body, and he got fleep neither day 
nor night. On the 6th day the rednefs of 
his hands abated; the pain of the fauces,

From eA time to ae nea aay " hed? a 
fevere exacerbation of fever every: otherday, 
accompanied with quick refpiration, no@ur- 
nal cough, watching, and delirium. On the 
the 1 gth, the paroxyfm ‘being violent,'‘he » 
was bled, and blifters were applied ‘to the — 
legs. On the 21ft day, one: ounce of the

on the treatment ae ore nildex Gaerne of 
the Scarlet Fever, the author. informs. us, 
that. little more is neceflary, than a due at- 
tention to regimen. But in the malignant 
form, he recommends bleeding freely, ef- 
pecially in the feet, blifters to the neck,. and 
lower extremities; emollient clyfters, and 
the plentiful ufe of diluting drinks. After 
the inflammatory {tate of the difeafe is over, 
he advifes the peruvian bark, as a principal 
remedy. “But as it cannot be taken in fufi- 
cient quantities in powder, from the {wel-. 
ling of the fauces, he orders it in extract, 
and the deco¢tion to be given in clyfters. 


For sae cure of the dropfical fwellings, 
he recommends infufions of juniper berries, 


and other diuretics; but in obftinate cafes 
ye | he 
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_he \trufts chiefly to the following pills*: 
one or two of which, are given every 
two or three hours, according to the age or 
ftrength of the patient; .and if they do not 
procure three or four ftools every day, ‘the 
dofe is either ordered to be increafed, or fome 
other purgative, fuch as diagridium, or the 
pil. cochie, is added.

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The ANGINA Maricna feems to be no- 
thing more than the Scarlet Fever, com- 
bined’ with Gangrenous Sore-Throat. The 
ingenious Dr Fothergill was amongftt the 
firt who fufpected its putrid nature; and 
both he and Dr Huxham have defcribed its, 
fymptoms with accuracy and precifion. The 
following are the particular circumftances 
which accompany this diftemper. 


This difeafe fhews itfelf moft frequently 
in autumn, and the beginning of winter. 
It attacks perfons of all conftitutions when 
expofed to infection, but is more peculiar to 
children, and the. weak and infirm, It 
comes on with giddinefs, chilnefs and fhi- 
vering, ficknefs, vomiting or purging, or 
both. ‘The patient foon complains of acute

Inftead of thefe floughs when 
the difeafe is mild, a faperficial ulcer. ap- 
pears on one or more of thefe parts, {carce 
to be-diftinguifhed ‘from the found, but by 
the inequality of the furface it occafions.

When the difeafe is very malignant; the 
breath is exceedingly fetid; and the ulcers 
become of a livid colour. The internal

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ter occafioning fneezing, and which ‘exco- 
riates the parts it lies upon. When this ichor 
is {wallowed, it brings on purging, which

Thefe fymptoms happen efpecially in’ chil- 
dren, The organs of refpiration are often 
. affected, and the inflammation is communi- 
cated to the /arynx and trachea, bringing 
on fudden fuffocation and death. © _ 


The difeafe has no ftated crifis, nor any 
conftant period that may be called its 
height. Some grow eafier from the firft at- 
tack, and in general the fymptoms of re- — 
covery appear on the 3d, 4th, or 5th day. | 
When the difeafe proves fatal, it generally 
happens between the 2d and 7th day. 


When the patients recover, the fymptoms

* In the beginning of Auguft, 1774, the Scarlet Fever 
appeared at Kel/o, in the county of Roxburgh, and was 
very frequent in the neighbourhood till the beginning of 
December.

During the harvelt 
months, I faw many children going about with a mealy 
defquamation of the cuticle, in whom the fever was fo .

diftemper. Sydenham, in the mild Scarlet 
Fever he obferved,, refrained from bleed- 
ing, and Morton did not ufe it without the 
moft urgent neceflity, and even then very 
fparingly*. . Perhaps antimonials, properly 
employed, when there is inflammatory irri- 
tation in the beginning, will. totally fuper- 
cede the ufe of an evacuation, fo debili- 
tating to. young fubjects, who generally 
become the victims of this difeafe.

JANE SADLER, of ‘Pandon, ‘aged feven 
years, on the 6th of July 1778, was feized 
with head-ach, and ficknefs, fucceeded by 
vomiting and purging. At ‘night fhe be- 
came delirious, and’on the fullawihg morn- 
ing her body was covered with the fcarlet 
efflorefcence; fhe complained of her throat, 
and fwallowed with difficulty. On the 9th 
fhe was admitted a patient of the Difpen- 
fary. When I vifited her, I found her pulfe | 
{trong, and beating 130 pulfations in a 
minute. Her whole body was covered with 
a dull crimfon-coloured puftular rafh. The 
fubmaxillary glands were enlarged, The

_ John Sadler, aged nine years, brother to 
the former patient, on the 2oth of July 
was feized with ficknefs and fever, and

of ficknefs. His pulfe very quick; his fkin 
dry and hot, and univerfally tinged with 
the fearlet rafh ; the fauces red and fwollen, — 
with fome fpecks upon the tonfils. The 
volatile liniment and common gargle were 
ordered, and two grains of the pulv. anti- 
monial, every hour till it produced the ufual

4th day. Vomited feveral times, and had 
one ftool.

He was hoarfe, and complained of a fitch 
in his fide; pulfe very quick, but weak ; 
belly coftive. Ten grains of the pulv. mer= 
curial, were prefcribed at bed-time, and a 
{poonful of the following mixture * when .

10th day. The cough almoft gone; fkin 
peeling off; no fever; but now complains — 
of pain in his belly.

Upon examination, — 
indeed, I obferved his fkin both red and 
tumefied. The tonfils and velum pendulum 
palati were {welled, and of a crimfon colour, 
but no floughs could be obferved. His 
pulfe beat 120, was hard and contraéted, 
and the maxillary glands were enlarged. 
The pediluvium, the common gargle, and 
antimonial powders were prefcribed. | ey 
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sth day. He vomited feveral ‘times yef- 
terday; he, however, pafled a very reftlefs 
night, and was delirious. The efflorefcence, 
this morning, was of a high colour, and cluf- 
ters of red pimples, {cattered here and there, 
were obferved upon his fkin.

An AccouNT oF THE SUCCESS OF THE 
PRACTICE WHICH HAS BEEN RECOM- 
‘MENDED IN THE SCARLET FEvER, &c. 


AVING illuftrated the method of cure 
which has been propofed, by the nar- 
‘fation of particular hiftories, 1 fhall now 
proceed to give a faithful account of the 
event of the difeafe of each patient whom 
I attended, labouring under the Scarlet Fever 
and Ulcerated Sore-Throat. | 


Of thirty-fix* patients whom I attended 

in private practice, thirty-two were reftored

eighty-one returned thanks for their cure;

It has been remarked, that the affiftance 
of a phyfician was feldom afked, unlef& 
the difeafe aflumed a dangerous appearance; 
and from the cafes which have been related, 
it will appear, that a great proportion of

CONCLUSION. 


AVING given a full account of the 
Scarlet Fever and Sore-Throat, both 
as it came under my obfervation, and as it 
has been defcribed by fome of the moft 
_ approved authors; having illuftrated the 
method of cure which was found moft 
fuccefsful, by a great variety of cafes, and 
having related the event of the difeafe, in 
each patient, I fhall conclude with the fol- 
lowing inferences. 
I, The Scarlet Fever is a contagious dif- 
eafe, and almoft wc: attended with a 
| -Sore- 
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Sore-Throat, which is fometimes eryfipela- 
tous, fometime ulcerated, and fometimes of 
a putrid and gangrenous nature. On the 
tft, 2d, 3d, or 4th day, a red eruption 
appears upon the fkin, and after continuing 
for three, four or more days, goes off in’ 
branny or thick broad fcales; and after the 
ceffation of fever, the difeafe frequently 
terminates in dropfy *. 


If. The Scarlet Fever may appear at any 
time of the year; but moft commonly be- 
gins in the fummer or autumn, and gene-

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A fhort comparifon of the Scarlet Fever, 
as obferved. by thefe authors, with our epi- 
demic, may not be improper; as it will 
fhew the great variety which obtained in 
this difeafe;in different, fituations of this 
ifland, and nearly at the fame period of time. 


The Scarlet Fever firft appeared at 3ur- 
mingham about the middle of May, 17783 
and prevailed. to the end of November fol- 
lowing. From the defcription with which 
we are favoured*, it feems to have had a 
greater analogy. to. the Scarlet Fever, of 
Plenciz + than to our epidemic.

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of thick mucus were perceivable, efpecially 
on the back of the a/phagus, greatly refem- 
bling the floughs in the Putrid Sore-Throat 5 
but. thefe were eafily wafhed away by any 
common gargle.

_ On the sth day, I was informed that the efflorefcence 
over all his body was of a full fcarlet colour; and that he 
thad continued a fpoonful of the julep, hick now did not 
purge him: an opiate was ordered at bed-time; but he 
had no fleep; the heat, itching, and pricking pains of the 
dkin were very diftrefling; his ideas were more confufed, 
and at times he fpoke incoherently. 
~ On the 6th day I vifited him. The efforefcence was now 
‘very. plentiful ; in fome places of a full fearlet colour; in 
‘others of a-dull crimfon hue; in fome parts puftular, and in 
others fmooth. The fkin of his whole ‘body was evidently 
{wollen, particularly his arms, thighs, and legs, which were 
very painful when preffed with the fingers. The fcarlet 
pimples on every part of his body, except ‘the face, were 
crowned with white heads, which contained a milky fluid, 
His pulfe beat r20, his tongue was clean, the colour of 
his eyes, the noftrils, and /auces natural. He had made 
little urine from the beginning of his complaints, and._con- 
- -¢inued feeble and much difpirited. Two ounces of the de- 

‘coction of the bark, with fal. diuret. and fp. xitri dulce. 
“were preferibed every two hours. — 

‘Thefe medicines he continued regularly til] thé 16th day

Thefe were the moft ufual fymptoms

The ingenious author Ae puired the dif 
eafe to be of an inflammatory nature. He 
however found bleeding to be of no fervice, 
and purgatives pernicious. Sweating was 
attended with no advantage, and, the bark 
and-cordials did harm. He therefore placed 
his chief confidence in repeated vomits, of 
ipecacuanha combined with tartar emetic, 
and in diuretics, efpecially the Sencka root, 
and: diluted folutions of the fixed alcaline

| A-al-' Dr 
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Dr Cullen, in the 2d volume of the Firf 
Lines of the Practice of Phyfic*, juft pub- 
lifhed, informs us, that in the courfe of 40 
years, he has feen the Scarlet Fever five or 
fix times prevailing as an epidemic in Scot- 
land, and attended with an Ulcerous Sore- 
Throat, in almoft all the patients affected. 
‘‘ That even in fome inftances, the ulcers 
“of the throat were of a putrid gangre-

“eafe, in all its fymptoms, refembled very 
“exactly the Cymanche Maligna.” The —

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But the Scarlet Fever and Sore-Throat 
which Dr Cullen has fo often obferved epi- 
demic in Scotland, feems to have been, in 
general, of a very benign nature, and pro- 
bably in this refpeét differed very little from

The difeafe cae with chilnefs, and fel- 
dom with any degree of anxiety or vomiting. 
Early in the diftemper fome uneafinefs was 
felt in the throat, and deglutition became 
difficult. On looking into the fauces, a rednefgs 
and {welling appeared, approaching to the 
ftate of thefe fymptoms in the dAugina Ton- 
filaris ; but in the Scarlet Fever, there was 
always more or lefs floughs. On the 3d or 
4th day, the fcarlet eruption appeared on 
the fkin, in the fame form as in the Angina 
Maligna, and, after four days, ended in a 
mealy defquamation.

fuch eifduchftances that it was attended 
with any danger. ~ | 


With refpect to the cure of the diftemper, 
when the fymptoms are nearly the fame 
with thofe of the angina mahgna, Dr Cullen 
recommends the fame treatment, which he 
direéted in the later difeafe. 


ne the ordinary ftate of the Scarlet Fever 
and Sore-Throat, which the Dogtor obferved, 
an’ 
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an antiphlogiftic ‘regimen was commonly 
all that was neceflary, avoiding on the one 
hand the application of cold air, and on the 
other any increafe of external heat. But 
when the fever was confiderable, with much 
fwelling of the tonfils, “he recommends

SINCE the preceding fheets were printed, 
I have perufed Doctor Cotton’s letter to 
Doétor Mead on @ particular kind of Scarlet 
Fever prevalent at. St <Alban’s near Lon- 
don, in the year 1748, which I procured 
with great difficulty. This will be a fuf- 
ficient apology for what I have advanced 
at page 239; and for this author's accurate 
account not being an tertad in its proper >.

The difeafe made its appearance about 
the latter end of September ; at firft chils:

In general the firft fymp- 
toms were ficknefs, vomiting and purging. 
- A Sore*Throat either attended: thefe: difchar- 
ges, or immediately followed. | The! tonfils, 
parotids,, and maxillary glands . haftily 
{welled to a confiderable degree: andiupon 
looking: into the mouth, ‘there were fre- 
quently feen,  efpecially,;after the‘ difeate 
was a little advanced; uleufcula, {cattered | up 
and down the /fauces, which were pretty 
broad upon and about the tonfils, fuper- 
ficial, and covered with.a whitifh flough. 
The eyes appeared watery, and the counte- 
nance, particularly the eye-lids were puffed 
“up, as’in the meaflés.” In many the’arms, 
hands, and neck wete’ puffed up. and: like- 
wife {welled In fome alfo a cough accom- | 
panied the preceding fymptoms..

The pulfe in general was very quick and | 
fmall; the cthirft intenfe; and the greater 
part of thofe who laboured under the dif 
eafe, had a fenfation of burning heat upon > 
the fkin. But even with all this heat, and _ 
increafed celerity of the blood’s motion, the 
tongue was commonly moift, and but 
flightly furred. Some underwent extreme 
anxiety ; fome were delirious for four or 
more days together.

When the difeafe was very violent, it ter- 
minated, in fome meafure, on the 4th or 
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sth day; that is, at that period it had 
arrived to its height and was on the de- 
cline, In few or none did the fever leave 
the patient fo totally, but it recurred, once, 
twice, or more the evenings following; and 
prew fo mild at each return, as to be little - 
more than barely noticed: at which time 
too, all the glandulous {wellings commonly 
vanifhed. In fome, although the fever evi~ 
dently remitted of its feverity on the 4th, 
or sth day, its returns were of more hours 
duration and higher in degree; and a large 
fhare of inquietude continued, even to the 
8th or gth day.

Ne to the relief of the diftrefled, the 
grand object of every inftitution for 
the reception of the fick ought to be the 
improvement of medical knowledge. It is, 
however, to be regretted, that little atten- 
tion has been, hitherto, employed to effec- 
_ tuate fo defirable an end. Even the An- 
NUAL REpoRTs of Hofpitals, Infirmaries, 
and Difpenfaries, which, if properly ex- 
ecuted, would convey important informa-— 
tion to the faculty, are at prefent fo de- 
fective, that they anfwer no ufeful purpofe. 
~ "The difeafes, which might be extracted 
from the regifters of thefe charities with. 
little additional trouble, are not mentioned ; 
and the mode of the difcharge of the pa- - 
tients, is, in general, fo exceedingly vague, 
that it is impoffible to judge of the fuccefs 
of the practice. | 


B b . ~ Several 
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- Signal eminent philofuphers and. phyfi- 
cians have pointed out the great advantages 
which would refult to medicine, from the 
general eftablifhment of ‘accurate bills of 
mortality. Thefe, indeed, anfwer many 
important purpofes, both political and me- 
_ dical;) and the public has been much in- 
i debted to Drs Price, Percival, Haygarth, and 
 others*, for improvements in thefe regifters, 
which it is to be hoped will be adopted, 
and, in time,'carried into execution in every — 
town and parifh in the kingdom. of 

But, in a medical view, I cannot help be- 
ing of opinion, that accurate and fatisfac- 
tory RETURNS OF THE Sick admitted to 
the benefits of the various eftablifhments'in 
| the kingdom, but more efpecially to: Dif- 
penfaries, would be productive of sreater 
advantages. If properly executed, in a ta- 
_bular_ method, they would, at one view, 
fhew the rife and deelbnton of epidemics ; 
the comparative degrees of mortality ccca~ 
fioned by different difeafes; the difference

And if, after 
aifew years, thefe returns were collected into 
a volume by the phyficians of each refpective 
charity, together with a fhort account of 
the ftate of the weather, and of the moft re- 
markable epidemics, and the general me- 
thod of cure which was adopted, nothing 
would have a greater tendency to advance

_ The improvements which I would propofe » 
in the Returns of the Sick, which may be 
publifhed along with the annual Reports 
of the refpe@tive charities, will be better 
“underftood by the fubfequent tables, than 
by verbal defcription; but before I intro- 
duce them, it will’ be neceflary to premife 
the following particulars. . 


1. The difeafes, in the following tables, 
are divided into four general claffes, accord-

3. The practice ‘of the Difpenfary being 
principally limited to Fevers and other dif- 
tempers which require immediate affliftance, 
and to thofe which are excluded from the 
benefits of the Infirmary, by its regulations, 
the tables do not fhew the exact comparative 
proportion of-difeafes in general. For ex- 
ample, Intermittent Fevers, Confumptions, 
Rheumatifin, &c. amongft the clafS of fe- 
brile difeafes, are admitted to the Infirmary,

either as out or in-patients, and therefore 
are not received at the Difpenfary, when 
the fituation of the patients will allow them ° 
to make application to the Infirmary. The 
Small-pox too, though it conftantly rages 
with fatality in the town, bears a fmall 
proportion, becaufe the Jower clafs of 
people never apply for affiftance in- this 
difeafe, unlefs their children are apparently 
in the utmoft danger. Many of the ge- 
nera of nervous difeafes, cachexies,. and 
local difeafes, are particularly the proper 
—objeéts of the Infirmary practice; and 
therefore the diftempers belonging to thefe — 
claffes, which are admitted to the Difpen- 
fary, bear a much fmaller proportion to 
Fevers, than would otherwife be the cafe. 


4. The patients, admitted to nite benefits ° 
of the Difpenfary, are vifited at their own 
“houfes, and, in order to prevent any interfe- 
rence with the Infirmary, none are received 
who are able to attend as out-patients. This 
will account for the mode of the difcharge 
of the patients being more accurately afcer- 
_ tained, - efpecially with refpect to deaths, 
than in any other charity, which has an.
